In the early 70s the 
Shazam Awards (named after Billy 
Batson’s favorite saying) were 
administered by the Academy of 
Gomic Book Arts. But when 
ACBA went belly up, so did the 
awards. Our friends in the U.K. 
have their own awards, the 
Eagles, which they kindly allow 
U.S, material to compete in. 

In the mid-80s the Kirby 
Awards came to be (named after 
the King of Comics), but after a 
year or two the awarding bodies 
splintered them into the Harveys 
and the Eisners (named after Har- 
vey Kurtzman and Will Eisner, 
both pioneers in the comics field). 
Both are still being awarded 
today, last | checked. 

At present the comics industry 
has not yet gotten it together to 
administer a universally-recog- 
hized set of awards for excellence 
in the field, This cannot be done 
by a single publishing company, 
such a program has to be gov- 
erned by a representative body of 
all publishers. But until such time 
@S we get such a governing body, 
let's content ourselves with what 
acclaim we can find. Elsewhere 
on this page are the results of our 
in-house balloting.
